Joe D. Huffstutler, county judge 
said the commissioners court would 
pass resolutions Awarding the con- 
tracts to the low acceptable bidders 
as soon as approval was received 
from the U.S. Hospital Division, 
and the state hospital division, Tex- 
as State Health Department. 
The bids were opened at 2 p. m. 
In the 
county courtroom. The 
courtroom was almost filled with 
bidders and interested persons, In- 
cluding the executive committee of 
the county advisory board. 
Work Is expected to start with- 
in a few weeks on the 100-bed 
memorial hospital, to be dedicat- 
ed to the war heroes of Navar- 
ro county. 
The structure will be located on 
the 29.73-acre site near the IOOF 
Home in northwest Corsicana be- 
tween Highway 22 and West Sec- 
ond avenue. 
When completed, the five-story 
' structure will replace the present 
P. & S. Hospital, a county Institu- 
tion, In use as a hospital since 
1916.

Nine Darrington Prison Farm Inmates 
In Major Self-Mutilation Outbreak 


HOUSTON, May 
25.—UP)—Nine 
convicts slashed their "heel strings" 
Wednesday night and another silt 
a gash in his arm In the worst out- 
break of self mutilation in the pris- 
on system In the past two years, it 
was reported today. All of the con- 
victs are inmates of 
Darrington 
Farm in Brazoria county. 


Of the nine inmates who slashed 
their heel strings, eight are from 
Houston and one from Dallas. The 
convict who cut his armpapparently 
in a suicide attempt, is Oliver Mann, 
serving 12 years from Grayson and 
Lubbock counties for robbery. 
The self-mutilation 
cases are 
the first reported in the system 
since February and bring to 13 
the number of mutilation cases 
reported in the system so far this 
year. These are the first such 
cases reported at 
Darrington 
farm since July 11, 1949. 
Warden Joe Batson said today 
that all of the convicts who had 
mutilated themselves in the farm 
tank late Wednesday night "are 
cut pretty badly." They were given 
tetanus shots and their wounds 


dressed. 
Batson said all of the 
convicts have refused to have their 
cuts sewed up, but added that Dr. 
M. B. Hanson, prison doctor, will 
talk to the men and try to have 
them agree to have surgical treat- 
ment. 


All of the convicts said they cut 
their heel strings so that they could 
"lay in" and keep from working in 
the hot sun. 
They are members 


of a hoe gang which has been gar- 
dening around the Darrington farm. 
Self-mutilation has been reduc- 
ed to a great extent since Gener- 
al Manager O. B. Ellis took over 
the reins of the system a little 
over two years ago. Prior to that 
there were as many as 300 cases 
In some years. 
Before Ellis took over convicts 


who mutilated 
themselves were 
transferred to Huntsville. He or- 
der id that mutilation cases be kept 
at the farm where the Incident 
takes place nd that the transfers 
to Huntsville—considered a "soft" 
place—be stopped. 


Mutilation cases began decreas- 
ing immediately.

WASHINGTON, May 25.—UP)— 


A political hot potato—taxation o 
farmer and consumer co-ops—drop 
ped into the House Ways and 
Means committee today. Chairman 
Doughton (D-NC) called for a vot 
on the issue. 


Rep. Mason (R-I11) proposed 
i 


tax system for co-ops that he sale 
would yield the government abou' 
$600,000,000 a year. 


The committee turned to the co 


op tax problem after It had vote< 
to give income tax dodgers one las 
chance to settle up voluntarily with 
Uncle Sam, before the Justice De 
partment cracks down with crim 
inal prosecutions. 


As for co-ops, Mason said "they 
have a place In the national econ- 
omy, and this taxation would not 
destroy them." He said his Idea 
Is to put them nearer a fair com- 
petitive relationship with other 
businesses that pay taxes. 
Mason suggested: 
1. That co-ops pay the regular 


corporation income tax rate on 
that part of their net earnings not 
distributed as dividendds to their 
.patrons. 
He said farmer co-ops 


are not now required to pay the 
corporate tax on such undistrib- 
uted reserves but the tax "is sup- 
posed to be paid by consumer co- 
ops." 


2. Put the patronage dividends 
paid to co-op customers, under the 
same 10 per cent dividend with- 
holding tax that the ways anc 
means committee has proposed for 
corporation dividends. The with 
holding proposal does not increase 
tax obligations but Is designed to 
show the treasury who gets the div- 
idends payments and whether they 
are reported in income tax re- 
turns. 
Co-op dividends would be 
taxed as any other dividends, un- 
der Mason's proposal. 


The Illinois : member said the 
farm bureau co-ops In his state 
pay the corporation tax volun- 
tarily on their undistributed re- 
serves, and that the American 
Farm Bureau Federation by res- 
olution has proposed that all co- 
ops pay this tax. 
He estimated that co-ops now are 
doing an annual business of about 
$15,000,000,000, with earnings over 
$3,000,000,000. 
Co-operatives are organized by 
farmers or consumers with, a view 
to saving money on selling or pur- 
chasing 
operations. 
The money 


they make usually is distributed 
In dividends to their customers or 
are used for expansion of the co- 
ops operations.

France, Indochina Held Responsible 
For Stability Even If U. S. Gives Aid

SAIGON, Indochina, May 25 — 


UP)—The United States announced 
oday a program of' economic aid 
:or Indochina, but warned that 
he main responsibility for restor- 
ng stability to the war-torn coun- 
ry rests with France and the asso- 
ciated Indochina states. 
The American 
announcement 
was transmitted to the French 
and the Indochinese governments 
In a letter from Edmund Gui- 
llen, IT. S. legation charge d'af- 
faires here. The letter made no 
mention of the extent of the aid 
program or its specific nature. 
The general expectation here Is 
hat the program will begin with 
an initial allocation of about $23,- 
"00,000, reported to have been rec- 
immended by the American mis- 
ion to Southeast Asia, under Allen 
Griffin. 
• 


The American announcement said 
he aid Is designed to reinforce the 


joint efforts of France and the 
governments and peoples of Viet- 
nam, Combodia 
and 
Laos, 
the 
French-supported states. But this 
assistance Is only complementary 
"without any intention of substi- 
tution" for the efforts of the gov- 
ernment, the letter emphasized. 


An American Economic Co-opera- 
tion Administration mission will 
begin functioning here within a few 
days to administer the aid program 
to the Indochinese 
states, 
now 


threatened by internal Communist 
rebellion and the presence of Chi- 
nees Communists on the border. 
Headquarters of the 
mission 


will be In Saigon. Robert Blum, 
former chief of the overseas ter- 
ritories division of the ECA mis- 
sion in France, will head the pro- 
gram as chief of mission here. 
The bulk of the funds will go 


to rural rehabilitation, particularly 
in Tonkin, which has been hard hit 
by war operations.

President Truman said today he 
sees no reason for a super-govern 
ment In this country. That was 
his reaction to a proposal to set ui 
a commission o: national securlt; 
to study security measures. 
He said he Is trying to run the 
government under the constitu- 
tion and he will continue to do so. 
His statement carne at a news 
conference when he was asked for 
comment on a Washington Post ed 
Itorial 
proposing the 
bipartisan 
commission. 


The Post suggested the agency 
could survey such questions as 
fifth columns, civilian defense, de 
velopment of new weapons and size 
and use of military expenditures. 
Truman said work is going ahead 
on the defense budget for the fis 
cal year starting July 1, 1951, and 
a ceiling has been placed on the 
amount the military can spend. 
He would not disclose the ceiling 
but several weeks ago he said the 
next defense budeet would be low- 
er than the proposed outlay of 
around $14,000,000.000 in the year 
starting next July 1. 


Truman said reporters would 
have to wait for the new budget 
before getting answers to ques- 
tions about American-defense re- 
adjustments reportedly discussed 
at the Atlantic Pact conferences 
in London and. touched on In 
Armed 
Forces 
Day speeches 
here. 


On other matters, the Fresl- 
dent said he was against setting 
up a Fair Employment Practices 
Commission on a voluntary com- 
pliance basas. Some legislators 
are proposing that plan as a 
compromise for the President's 
request for an FEPC with pow- 
er to enforce bans against racial 
and other discrimination In em- 
ployment.

ing 
held on charges of aiding 
atom!" snv Klaus Fuchs. 


This disclosure by McMahon, 
chairman 
of the Senate-House 
Atomic Energy Committee, came 
on the heels of Information that 
the Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation sifted through a list of 
1,200 suspects before It finally 
ran Gold down. 
The 39-year-old Phlladelphlan was 
arrested Tuesday night and accus- 
ed of receiving secret information 
about U. S. atomic developments 
from Fuchs and passing It on to 
the Russians. 


Fuchs Is the German-born atomic 


scientist who recently was sen- 
tenced to a 14-year prison term by 
a British court after his convic- 
tion on charges that he stole Brit- 
ish and American atomic secrets 
for the Soviet Union. 


Officials said that when the FBI 
started Its hunt for the mlddle- 
m n in the case, it had to work 
from a list of 1,200 suspects with 
whom the British scientist miirht 
have had contact. 


The trail led to Gold after the 


list was narrowed down to a group 
of chemists in the New York-Phila- 
delphia area. 
The trap finally was sprung, 


officials said, after Fuchs—(a) 
told agents In England that his 
contact was a biological chemist

The United States delayed its ans- 
wer pending a discussion of joint 
policy with France and Britain. 
While the decision now reached 
could pave the way for American 
arms aid to Israel, military lead-

Running Ahead Of 
Same 1949 Period 


AUSTIN, May 25—UP)—Polio is 


well on its way to beating the Tex- 
as record of last year, the state 
health officer said today. 
He re- 
ported 38 new cases for the past 
week, the same number as the 
week before. 


The years total climbed to 466 
cases from 
81 counties, almost 
double the number of polio pa- 
tients of a year ago. The total 
for 
the comparable 1949 period 
was 234 cases from 52 of the 254 
Texag counties. 


"We're trying to contain polio 
within affected 
counties, but it 
is so utterly unpredictable that it 
continues to break bounds every 
week and get into new areas," 
said Dr. George W. Cox. state 
health officer.

Corslcana'n voters Tuesday ap- 
proved a $300,000 revenue bond 
issue for sewer line extensions and 
improvements by a 294-vote major- 
ity. The final tabulations showed 
a count of 558 for the issuance ot 
the bonds and 264 against. The is- 
sue carried in four of the five vot- 
ing precincts, dropping behind 71 
to 36 in Ward 2. 
The votes were canvassed by 


members of the city commission 
Tuesday night at a recessed session. 
Other actions taken by the 
commissioners included a discus- 
sion of property where owners 
have failed to tie on to a sewer 
line, a discussion on the possi- 
bility of establishing a fund to 
assist property owners to con- 
nect with sewer lines; author- 
lied the cemetery commissioner 
to close off all but four streets 
In Oakwood cemetery; author- 
ized the city engineer to Issue 
> permit for moving a house 
down West Second avenue, and 
entered Into a new contract with 
the Texas Power and Light Co. 
With the people favoring the 
bond issue, city officials now are 
working out plans for the sale of 
the bonds. Mayor Hubert T. Bras- 
elton said It probably would be 
Mveral weeks before the bonds 
are sold. 


The $300,000 Is to be used to 
build new sewer lines, to add ad- 
ditional lines, to correct old lines 
and to' enlarge and improve the 
gewage disposal plant. 


A temporary program of work 
has been drafted by City Engin- 
eer Fred V. Blucher and he said 
he hopes to get started on the pro- 
jects as soon as the money is avail- 
able.

Stolen Statue 


The small bl&ck rock statue of 
the Virgin of Leg Angeles, revered 
as the patroness of Costa Rica, 
which disappeared May 12th and 
mysteriously reappeared last Sat- 
urday, is of particular interest in 
Corsicana since Miss Katherlne 
Duree has seen it many times. 
Miss Duree, a member of the fac- 
ulty of William B. Travis School, 
was in Costa Rica in 19« to visit 
In the home of her sister and to 
teach In the Lincoln School In San 
Jose, capital of the.Centrai Ameri- 
can Republic. 
The church from which the sta- 
tue of the virgin disappeared is 
located in Cartage', which is only 20 
miles from San Jose, where Miss 
Duree resided. She has visited the 
church and has seen the crude, 
primitive Image which sits on a 
base encrusted with gold and pre- 
cious gems. Through the centuries 
the devout have draped the statue 
with gold and jewels. Valued at 
more than $150,000, it was stolen 
May 12th by thieves who murdered 
the church watchman. 


Church bells rang out and the 


faithful thronged the streets when 
announcement was made Saturday 
that the virgin had re-appeared. 
One of thu pictures shown by 
Miss Duree. guest speaker, at the 
last meeting of the Pan-American 
Round Table May 16th revealed the 
tinv black statue as it held a place 
of prominence in the Costa Rican

heard about the importance 
of 
soil 
conservation 
from 
Dooley 
Dawson, Houston banker, who li 
in charge of that city's Second Na- 
tional Bank's agricultural depart- 
ment. 


v"Everyone is interested in con- 
servation," he said, "because Soil 
is the basis of all industry, man- 
ufacturing and the necessities of 
life. 
We are living on surpluses 


now, and if the time ever comes 
when we don't have these sur- 
pluses we will be in for plenty of 
trouble." 
Dawson said Texas has lost 11 
million acres of good top soil and 
he compared this amount as be- 
ing equal to the size of 22 aver- 
age Texas counties. 
"It's all washing into the Gulf 


of Mexico," he said. 
Resources, the speaker said, are 
essential and they must be pre- 
served. He also said that indus- 
trial growth in the state was be- 
ing hindered by the lack of water. 
He compared Texas' agricultural 


production 
\yith several 
other 
states and said Texas was 
far 
down the list in amount produced 
per acre. 
Dawson said the problem could 


be solved only by every individ- 
ual taking an active part in con- 
servation and developing means 
of producing more per acre. 
Low Income Farms. 
The speaker said Navarro coun- 


ty had 3,653 farms in 1945 and 
tnat 1,490 of these farms showed 
a gross income of less than $1,- 
000 a year. 
"People 
on 
those kinds 
of 
farms are not a good customer of 
anyone," he said. 
"They contrib- 
ute practically 
nothing to city, 
state and county taxes and to 
social and spiritual life." 
• ' 
In 1947, he 
stated, 
Navarro 
county 
produced 
$15,526,000 
in 
agricultural income and ranked 
fourth among 25 counties in the 
area. 
In 1948, the total income 
was $11,150,000 and the county 
ranked 13th. The county's, agri- 
cultural income in 1949 was $11,- 
709,000 and the county remained 
in 13th position. 
He, said such things as the 
business man's thinking and con- 
tribution to conservation, work of 
agricultural 
agents and 
organi- 


zations 
like Farm and 
Ranch 
clubs would bring about conser- 
vation programs which would re- 
sult in more and better products. 
Speaking about the government's 
subsidy program for agriculture, 
he said, "it can't be cut off all at 
once, but it can't go on forever." 
He continued, "when you get 
something for nothing, the gov- 
ernment grows bigger and 
the 
people grow smaller." 
"We are becoming short of re- 
sources," 
Dawson said, "and if, 
we contalniie to grow and expect 
to continue to hold the respect of 
other nations, we must conserve 
what we have."

Through the ages the weary, 
bloodstained peoples of the earth 
have seen it as a range of celes- 
tial mountains standing on the 
horizon far across the hot and 
deadly desert of anticipated wars. 
Each agonizing mile of advance, 
however, never seems to bring the 
mountains neraer. Every war to 
end wars serves to be only a sand 
dune from which one can observe 
more' dreary wastes still to cross. 
Leader of a King. 
Yet the vision is real. The celes- 
tial mountains can be reached. 
Micah makes that clear. This man 
Micah, of undistinguished origin, 
was one of a group of prophets in 
ancient Judah who lived in the 
days of Good King Hezekiah. In- 
deed, according to Jeremiah, it 
was Micah's words that set King 
Hezekiah upon his path of re- 
form. 
Micah lived 700 years be- 
fore Christ, in a time when the 
Jews were falling away into-idol- 
atry; and when they had neglect- 
ed the clear and righteous laws of 
Moses for 
pagan practices 
of 
greed, oppression, injustice 
and 
luxury. The rich were ever more 
cruelly richer and the poor were 
even more bitterly poorer. Never- 
theless, like every other man who 
waits upon God, Micah was an 
incurable optimist. He spoke many 
stern words about the wickedness 
of the rich, of the judiciary, of 
the priesthood; but he never lost 
his vision of the ultimate triumph 
of Jehovah's way of peace. 
He 
believed God. 


Yet Micah was not that addled 
type of optimist who believes that 
world peace will come naturally 
and without effort, in due season 
like the spring after winter. On 
the contrary. thB nroohet made it 
plain that world peace would de- 
pend on one condition, without 
which it would be impossible—the 
recognition and 
devotion of all 
nation's to 
God's purpose. 
The 


devastation 
and misery 
of war 
will only cease when all nations 
shall "go up to the 
mountain 


of Jehovah, and to the house of 
the God of Jacob; and he will' 
teach us his ways, 
and we will 
walk in his paths/' 
Only then 
"shall every man sit under his 
fig tree; and none shall make 
them afraid; for the mouth of 
Jehovah of hosts hath spoken it." 
Spiritual Preparedness. 


The experience of the last 1900 
years has certainly proved beyond 
peradventure of a doubt that po- 
litical and economic arrangements 
no matter how well planned and 
just, are unable to guarantee per- 
manent peace. The Age of Rea- 
son, in which the Eighteenth cen- 
tury philosphers put 
so much 
trust; the balance of power which 
seemed like a magical formula 
to diplomats of the .Nineteenth 
century; national self-determina- 
tion democracy, which so appeal- 
ed to woodrow Wilson—all proved 
only temporary 
expedients bridg- 
ing the gap between wars. Nor" 
did international organizations for 
discussion 
and conciliation, like 
the League of Nations nnd the 
World Court, prove effective. The 
present "United Nations, far from 
paving the road to peace, has in- 
stead become a propaganda agen- 
cy through which the nations jus- 
tify their war preparations. 
The plain fact is that perma- 
nent peace will only come when 
all men acknowledge and rigidly 
adhere to ethical and moral stand- 
ards which prohibit war.. The 
general . acceptance of Christian 
ethics and the religion which alone 
gives them meaning is the only 
way to secure permanent 
peace. 
Certainly, if only because history 
has eliminated all other alterna- 
tives, we ought to be able to see 
the truth of this proposition. 
The Challenge Today. 
Peace is not a cause, but a con- 
sequence. 
It is not a root, but a 


fruit. Before we can have peace 
we must .have justice, 
righteous- 


ness, good will, honor and unsel- 
fishness. 
These are all greater, 
objectives than mere social tran- 
quility. "The wisdom that cometh 
down from above 
is first pure, then 


peaceable," says Scripture.
